Throughout  the  following  pages  of  Flower  Seeds  the  different  varieties  are  designated  as  Annuals,  Biennials,  Perennials,  etc., 
and  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  these  terms,  we  wish  to  make  the  following  brief  explanation: 

Annuals.  These  grow  and  bloom,  mature  their  seed  and  then  die  in  the  same  year,  such  as  Asters,  Balsams,  Poppies,  Sweet 
Peas,  Morning  Glories,  etc.,  some  of  which  may  be  sown  in  the  house  from  March  to  May,  or  outdoors,  after  danger  from  frost  is  over. 

Biennials.  These  grow  from  seed  sown  during  mid-summer,  flowering  the  second  year,  after  which  they  die;  many  of  the 
varieties  bloom  the  first  season  if  sown  early.  In  this  class  we  have  Pansies,  English  Daisies,  Campanula  Medium,  Dianthus,  etc. 

Perennials.  Those  which  live  from  year  to  year,  such  as  Aquilegia,  Delphinium,  Foxglove,  etc.  Seed  may  be  sown  outdoors 
from  June  to  September  and  transplanted  late  in  fall  into  their  permanent  quarters,  and  protected  during  winter  with  a  light  litter 
of  straw  or  leaves.  The  hardy  perennials  not  usually  needing  any  protection  after  the  first  winter;  the  half-hardy  perennials  require 
protection  during  the  winter,  and  the  tender  perennials  during  the  winter  require  greenhouse  protection.

Our  list  of  Dahlias  has  again  this  year  been  most  carefully  revised  and  is  made  up  of  the  newer  and  also  the  better  standard 
varieties. 

Note — Unless  specially  requested  we  do  not  send  Dahlias  out  until  about  March  15th  to  April  1st. 

The  natural  season  for  the  Dahlia  to  be  at  its  best" is  during  September  and  October;  in  fact,  effort  to  get  superior  blooms  before 
that  time  should  not  be  attempted.  To  get  large  flowers,  the  plants  should  be  disbudded  up  to  August  1st. 

Spade  or  plow  the  ground  to  a  depth  of  about  10  inches.  As  a  fertilizer,  use  either  well-rotted  stable  manure,  or,  better  still, 
sheep  manure,  which  should  be  well  mixed  with  the  soil.  When  the  soil  is  properly  prepared,  dig  a  hole  6  inches  deep  in  which  to  plant 
the  Dahlias.  The  bulbs  should  be  laid  down  flat  and  covered  to  a  depth  of  4  inches.  Every  Dahlia  should  have  from  2^  to  3  feet  space 
in  the  row  and  at  least  4  feet  between  the  rows. 

As  soon  as  the  plants  are  a  foot  above  the  ground  they  should  be  tied  to  a  stake.  Keep  the  ground  well  cultivated  and  free  from 
weeds.  Never  leave  more  than  one  shoot  to  a  plant  if  you  want  to  grow  exhibition  flowers. 


About  Dahlia  Plants.  It  happens  sometimes  that  there  is  an  unusually  large  demand  for  certain  varieties  and  our  stock 
of  roots  becomes  exhausted.  In  such  instances  we  will  send  out  strong  plants  after  May  1st. 


HOW  TO  KEEP  DAHLIA  ROOTS  AFTER  THEY  ARE  SHIPPED  TO  YOU  IF  TOO  EARLY  TO  PLANT 

In  order  to  keep  the  tubers  in  prime  and  plump  condition  until  planting  time  it  is  best  to  leave  them  in  the  packing  you  receive 
them  in;  it  is  well  however  to  open  the  package  so  as  to  admit  a  little  air  in  order  to  prevent  the  tubers  being  affected  with  mildew; 
exposure  to  too  much  air  causes  them  to  shrivel,  sometimes  rendering  them  worthless.  Do  not  moisten  them  and  also  keep  them  in 
a  cool  place  but  not  where  they  will  freeze.

This  variety  was  discovered  in  the  mountains  of  China,  by 
Professor  Wilson  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum  of  Boston,  Mass.  For 
a  long  while  it  had  been  regarded  only  as  a  garden  Lily,  being 
perfectly  hardy;  of  late  years  some  of  the  private  gardeners  have 
adopted  it  as  a  forcing  variety  and  it  has  more  than  made  good. 
It  promises  now  to  become  an  important  Garden  variety  and  from 
experiments  we  know  of,  and  those  we  have  made  ourselves,  we 
deem  it  a  splendid  addition  to  the  Lily  Family. 

It  possesses  many  advantages,  chief  among  which  are  the  fact 
that  when  forced  under  glass,  and  the  lilies  are  cut,  the  bulb  can 
be  planted  outdoors  and  be  rejuvenated,  or  after  two  years  for 
forcing  purposes,  it  can  be  left  in  the  garden  indefinitely,  to  be  cut 
during  the  summer  months. 

In  greenhouses  under  ordinary  conditions,  the  plant  grows 
about  24  to  30  inches  high.  It  has  fine,  narrow  leaved  foliage,  of  a 
very  dark  green  shade.  Bulbs  under  glass  produce  often  as  many 
as  eight  flowers  to  the  bulb,  but  this  depends  largely  upon  the  size 
of  the  latter  and  the  conditions  under  which  it  is  grown. 

It  is  procurable  usually,  from  October  until  June  and  can  be 
planted  any  time  during  that  period,  requiring  three  months  to 
bring  it  in  flower. 

It  is  pure,  waxy  white,  with  a  lemon  yellow  throat,  with  a 
trumpet  about  6  inches  long  and  when  the  flower  is  fully  developed, 
it  is  about  7  inches  across.  The  blooms,  we  might  say,  are  almost 
leathery  in  substance;  for  decoration  as  a  pot  plant  or  for  cutting 
no  other  variety  approaches  it.  The  flower  when  cut  or  if  left  on 
the  plant,  possesses  wonderful  keeping  qualities.  It  has  a  wonder¬ 
fully  delightful  perfume,  somewhat  resembling  the  variety,  Lil. 
Auratum,  and  yet  somewhat  like  a  Gardenia.  If  you  want  the 
finest  of  the  hardy  lily  family,  plant  some  of  this  variety.

The  Roses  we  are  offering  are  all  strong  2-year  field  grown  plants  that  were  dug  last  Fall  and  potted  into  5-inch  and  6-inch 
pots.  Roses  thrive  best  in  an  open  sunny  position  and  they  should  be  planted  away  from  all  trees  and  shrubs  so  that  the  roots  will  have 
the  full  benefit  of  the  nourishment  in  the  scil.  Roses  are  gross  feeders  and  consequently  require  a  rich  soil.  Select  a  well  drained  position 
where  the  soil  is  good  and  dig  in  a  liberal  amount  of  well  decomposed  stable  manure  thoroughly  mixing  it  with  the  soil.  For  best  results 
the  beds  should  be  made  from  4  to  5  feet  wide,  planting  the  Hybrid  Teas  18  inches  apart  and  the  stronger  growing  Hybrid  Perpetuals 
2  feet  apart,  planting  all  about  8  inches  or  10  inches  from  the  edge  of  the  beds.  The  pot  grown  plants  we  send  out  arrive  with  a  ball  of 
earth  around  the  roots,  this  ball  should  not  be  disturbed  but  should  be  thoroughly  wet  when  planted.  Budded  Roses  should  be  planted 
so  that  the  bud  is  about  2  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  firm  the  soil  well  around  the  roots  and  give  a  thorough  watering. 
Throughout  the  Summer,  the  surface  of  the  bed  should  be  frequently  cultivated.  Roses  we  send  out  require  no  further  pruning,  but  are 
ready  to  be  planted  when  received.  The  best  method  of  protecting  Roses  for  the  Winter  in  this  locality  is  to  draw  up  a  mound  of  soil 
around  the  base  of  the  plant  to  a  height  of  8  to  10  inches,  thereby  protecting  the  buds  at  the  base  of  the  plants  from  the  alternate  freezing 
and  thawing,  which  is  so  injurious.  In  addition  to  this  a  covering  of  strawy  manure,  evergreen  boughs  or  corn  stalks  is  very  beneficial. 
When  Roses  are  growing  freely  they  are  less  liable  to  insect  pests  or  fungous  diseases  than  if  they  are  starved  or  otherwise  neglected. 
A  weekly  application  of  Aphistrogen  or  Fungtrogen  and  Insectrogen  will  keep  the  plants  free  of  most  all  insect  pests  and  mildew  as 
well  as  fungous  diseases;  these  splendid  preparations  are  from  the  formula  of  Edwin  M.  Rosenbluth  the  eminent  rosarian  of  Phila¬ 
delphia;  they  will  be  found  offered  on  page  177.

M  iss  Lolita  Armour.  This  beautiful  Rose  won  the  Gold  Medal 
at  the  Bagatelle  Gardens  in  Paris,  France,  in  1921.

The  buds  are 
well  shaped,  chrome-yellow  at  the  base,  shading  to  orange  and 
copper.

The  flowers,  which  are  of  splendid 
form  are  full  double  and  are  equally  attractive  when  in  full 
bloom  as  in  the  bud  state.

HARDY  HYBRID  PERPETUAL  ROSES 

Before  the  development  of  the  Hybrid  Teas,  this  was  the  most 
popular  type  for  garden  planting  and  even  now  they  should  not.be 
overlooked,  but  should  be  used  extensively  in  conjunction  with 
the  other  sorts.  They  are  perfectly  hardy  and  of  vigorous,  growth, 
blooming  tremendously  in  June  and  sometimes  sparingly  in 
Autumn.  Hybrid  Perpetuals  are  taller  in  growth  and  need  more 
space  than  the  Hybrid  Teas;  in  pruning  cut  away  all  weak  growth, 
and  if  quality  of  bloom  is  desired,  cut  back  the  strong  canes  to 
within  8  or  9  inches  of  the  ground,  but  if  quantity  of  bloom  for 
garden  effect  is  desired,  leave  these  canes  from  2  to  3  feet  high, 
according  to  their  strength. 

American  Beauty.  Very  large  flowers,  deep  pink  to  carmine- 
cerise,  delicately  veined  with  darker  red.  A  strong  grower  and 
deliciously  fragrant. 

Frau  Karl  Druschki.  This  is  the  queen  of  all  white  roses  both 
in  size  and  purity.  The  flower  is  very  double  and  opens  to  a 
pure  snow  white.  The  growth  is  vigorous  and  the  plant  is  a 
most  prolific  bloomer  during  the  month  of  June.  Scattering 
flowers  often  appear  in  the  Fall.

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HARDY  CLIMBING  AND  RAMBLER  ROSES 

As  an  ornamental  plant  for  covering  verandas,  porches,  side 
walls,  pillars,  fences,  etc.,  these  are  unequalled,  calling  forth  more 
admiration  than  anything  else  that  can  be  used.  They  require  no 
pruning  in  the  Spring  beyond  the  cutting  out  of  very  old  or  dead 
wood  and  shortening  of  the  laterals  and  long  canes  to  make  the 
growth  conform  to  the  space  to  be  covered,  but  a  severe  pruning  in 
July  directly  after  they  have  finished  flowering  is  beneficial.  Cut¬ 
ting  away  at  that  time  all  old  flowering  wood  will  encourage  a 
vigorous  growth,  which  will  give  an  abundance  of  flowers  the  fol¬ 
lowing  season. 

American  Pillar.  The  large  single  flowers  are  a  lovely  shade  of 
cherry  pink,  with  a  clear  white  eye  surrounding  numerous 
golden  yellow  stamens. 

Aviateur  Bleriot.  A  strong  growing  plant  with  beautiful  glossy 
insect  and  disease  proof  foliage,  bearing  large  clusters  of  medium 
full  sized  double  flowers  of  a  saffron  yellow  dispersing  to  an 
almost  golden  yellow  in  the  center.

An  exact  counterpart  of  this 
most  popular  bush  rose,  excepting  that  it  is  of  a  vigorous 
climbing  habit.  The  flowers  are  crimson-scarlet  and  produced 
in  great  quantitites. 

Climbing  Hoosier  Beauty.  A  climbing  form  of  this  beautiful 
Rose.  Brilliant  crimson  scarlet  flowers  of  exquisite  form;  long 
bud  and  very  fragrant.

It  needs  neither  protection  nor  pruning,  save  in  the 
occasional  cutting  out  of  the  older  shoots.  Each  Spring  the  previous  year’s  growth  of  graceful  maroon  wands  will  be  laden  with  curving 
branches  of  golden  loveliness.  Should  be  planted  as  a  specimen,  or  grouped  in  a  planting  of  shrubbery;  also  makes  a  fine  flowering 
hedge. 

Do  not  plant  it  among  Roses  as  it  is  too  vigorous  in  growth  to  fit  in  such  a  planting.

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All  of  the  old-fashioned  flowers  which  were  the  delight  of  our  grandmothers  are  to  be  found  in  this  class  of 
plants.  They  are  all  perfectly  hardy  and  die  down  in  the  Fall,  appearing  again  in  the  Spring  with  renewed  vigor. 

There  is  an  ever  increasing  demand  for  hardy  perennial  plants,  as  they  are  of  easy  culture  and  there  is  not 
a  time  during  the  whole  season  when  some  are  not  in  bloom.  Each  variety  has  a  fixed  time  for  flowering  so  that  by 
making  a  judicious  selection  a  succession  of  bloom  may  be  had  from  early  Spring  until  late  Autumn.  There  is  no 
set  rule  for  the  planting  of  perennials.  The  amount  of  room  at  one’s  disposal,  the  location  and  also  the  individual 
taste  of  the  planter  must  be  taken  into  consideration.  Probably  the  most  satisfactory  results  are  obtained  from  a 
hardy  border  backed  by  a  hedge  or  a  fence,  planting  some  of  the  taller  growing  sorts  such  as  Hollyhocks,  Hardy 
Asters,  Bocconias,  Helianthus  and  Boltonias  in  the  back,  graduating  the  shorter  growing  sorts  toward  the  front  and 
finishing  the  border  with  an  edging  of  Plumbago  Larpentae,  Phlox  Subulata,  Arabis  and  other  of  the  dwarf  growers.

Care  should  be  taken,  however,  to  keep  all  fresh  manure 
away  from  the  roots — if  barnyard  manure  is  used  it  must  be  thoroughly  decomposed — if  you  are  unable  to  procure  this,  Bone  Meal 
makes  a  good  fertilizer.  Peonies  may  be  planted  any  time  after  September  1st  until  the  ground  freezes  in  the  Autumn,  and  in  the  early 
Spring  until  the  season  is  too  far  advanced;  the  best  time,  however,  is  during  September  and  October,  as  they  make  roots  during  the 
moist  cool  weather  of  the  Autumn  and  consequently  carry  through  the  Winter  in  better  shape.  The  roots  should  be  set  so  that  the  top 
or  upper  eyes  are  about  two  or  not  more  than  three  inches  below  the  level  of  the  soil;  do  not  set  the  roots  flat,  but  stand  them  up. 
For  the  best  results  Peonies  should  be  planted  from  three  to  four  feet  apart  each  way,  according  to  the  space  at  your  disposal;  the  ground 
around  them  should  be  well  cultivated  at  all  times  and  in  the  Spring  after  growth  starts  they  should  have  an  abundance  of  water  if 
the  season  is  at  all  dry.  When  cutting  the  flowers  always  leave  one  or  two  bottom  leaves;  it  is  best  to  leave  a  few  flowers  on  the  plant 
also,  as  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  sufficient  foliage  be  left  to  develop  the  eyes  under  the  ground  for  next  season’s  growth.  Newly 
planted  roots  may  not  develop  a  characteristic  flower  the  first  season,  in  fact  it  is  usually  not  until  the  third  year  that  perfect  flowers 
true  to  description  will  be  produced.  Peonies  are  seldom  troubled  with  any  disease  or  insect  pests;  ants  sometimes  appear  on  the  buds 
coming  to  gather  a  sweet  gum  which  the  bud  exudes  while  developing;  they  will  do  no  harm  and  will  disappear  when  the  flower  opens.

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Rock  gardens  are  yearly  increasing  in  popularity,  as  rockery  building  is  a  fascinating  pastime  and  if  one  has  only  a  few  square 
yards  of  ground  this  will  be  found  sufficient  to  grow  quite  a  variety  of  plants,  affording  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  in  caring  for  them  and 
watching  the  rockery  develop. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  points  of  the  rockery  or  rock  garden  is  that  each  of  us  may  build  it  according  to  our  own  ideas, 
providing  it  is  correctly  built  as  to  drainage  and  the  proper  placing  of  the  rocks  in  order  to  keep  the  soil  in  place. 

The  rock  garden  may  be  of  any  size  from  an  unpretentious  mound  of  soil  with  rocks  cropping  out  here  and  there,  to  a  miniature 
mountain  range  or  a  rock  strewn  valley  with  a  small  stream  running  through  the  center.  Before  building  the  rock  garden,  the  location 
should  be  selected  in  an  open  sunny  place  or  one  in  partial  shade,  according  to  the  variety  of  plants  desired;  some  do  best  in  full  sun¬ 
light  while  others  require  some  shade.  In  either  location  the  ground  must  be  well  drained. 

The  next  step  is  to  plan  the  rockery  as  to  size  and  shape.  Do  not  use  too  much  stone,  too  little  is  better  than  too  much,  and 
use  stones  of  a  good  size;  small  stones  are  of  no  use  except  for  filling  in  or  drainage.  Place  the  stones  so  that  they  will  keep  the  soil 
from  washing  when  watering  or  during  heavy  rains. 

Place  the  plants  in  the  pockets  of  soil  or  in  the  open  spaces  between  the  rocks.  Be  sure,  however,  that  the  soil  is  firm  around 
the  roots  of  the  plants.

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A  planting  of  Shrubs  massed  around  the  boundaries  of  a  garden  forms  a  harmonious  background  against  which  the  bright  colored 
Peonies,  Poppies,  Iris,  Phlox  and  other  Hardy  Perennial  Plants  appear  to  their  best  advantage. 

Because  of  their  easy  culture,  rapid  growth,  adaptability  to  most  any  situation  and  their  great  diversity  in  size,  foliage  and  bloom, 
the  shrubs  are  of  first  importance  in  creating  landscape  beauty.  There  are  many  suitable  locations  for  planting  shrubs  about  the  home 
grounds.  The  house  foundation  and  the  angles  and  corners  should  be  softened  by  shrubs  of  medium  height.  Spiraeas,  Hydrangeas, 
Berberis,  Deutzias  and  others  of  a  like  nature  are  suitable  for  this  purpose. 

Taller  shrubs  such  as  Lilacs,  Philadelphus  and  Altheas  are  better  planted  along  the  sides  and  rear  of  the  grounds.  Here  they  can 
be  used  to  give  a  frame  to  the  property,  block  out  undesirable  views  and  serve  as  a  screen  for  any  purpose  desired.  Such  group  plantings 
should  be  made  in  the  nature  of  borders,  and  the  shrubs  selected  and  arranged  to  give  a  continuance  of  bloom,  pleasing  foliage  combi¬ 
nations  together  with  a  Fall  and  Winter  coloring  of  bark  and  berries. 

In  planting,  space  the  larger  growing  shrubs,  such  as  Lilacs  from  four  to  five  feet  apart;  medium  tall  shrubs,  such  as  Spiraea 
Prunifolia  three  to  four  feet  apart,  and  dwarf  growing  sorts  such  as  Berberis  or  Deutzia  Gracilis,  two  to  two  and  one-half  feet  apart. 
Dig  holes  of  ample  size,  place  the  plant,  and  after  filling  in  with  two-thirds  of  good  top  soil,  add  water  to  the  level  of  the  ground  and 
allow  this  to  settle.  After  the  water  has  passed  away,  complete  the  filling  in  of  the  soil. 

In  pruning,  remember  that  all  early  flowering  shrubs  bloom  on  the  last  year’s  wood  and  should  not  be  pruned  until  after  they  have 
bloomed  (otherwise  the  blooms  will  be  destroyed  for  that  season),  at  which  time  the  old  worn  out  wood  and  all  weak  growths  should  be 
cut  away,  allowing  the  vigorous  young  shoots  to  remain.  The  late  flowering  Shrubs,  such  as  Altheas,  Hydrangeas,  etc.,  bloom  on  the  wood 
made  this  season.

They  should  then  be  removed  to  a  cool,  light  cellar  where  they  will  have  a 
temperature  of  about  40  degrees  and  given  only  enough  water  to  keep  the  roots  from 
drying  up  and  the  branches  from  shriveling.  The  plants  should  be  brought  out  in  the 
early  spring  and  well  watered;  provision  should  be  made,  however,  to  protect  them 
from  lstfi  frosts 

In  some  soils  these  will  flower  blue  naturally  and  in  other  soils  the  flowers  will  be 
pink. 

If  you  wish  to  have  blue  flowers  when  they  naturally  come  pink  this  may  some¬ 
times  be  attained  by  incorporating  with  each  bushel  of  soil  one-half  pound  of  lump 
alum  broken  into  small  pieces.

STRAWBERRY  PLANTS 

There  are  two  types  of  Strawberry  Plants,  one  known  as 
“Pot  Grown,”  usually  ready  for  shipping  in  July  and  August,  and 
the  other  known  as  “Layer  Plants,”  usually  shipped  in  the  spring 
months  and  the  latter  is  what  we  are  offering  here.
